tant behind-the-lines activities of 
the war. 

As an example of why it is so 
important to save tin, Mr. Lueb- 
bert pointed out that a 1,500- 
pound airplane motor requires 1 
pound of tin for its completion, 
and that it takes 400 standard- 
sized tin cans to produce this one 
pound of tin. With plane pro- 
duction passing all previous 
bounds, and with all former sup- 
plies of tin cut off. production 
depends almost entirely on the 
tin salvage program. 

Collection .System 

All cities in the State with a 
population of 25,000 or over are 
now using their trash collection 
facilities to pick up prepared tin 
cans, and in the rural areas the 
beverage industry of the State is 
having its trucks pick up pre- 
pared tin cans on the trucks' reg- 
ular visits to beverage distribu- 
tors. The distributors, in turn, 
have been urged to set up tin can 
collection bins where customers 
can bring the cans to be picked 
up by the beverage trucks. 

"With collections assured in 
both rural and urban sections of 
Virginia," Mr. Luebbert said, "it 
is apparent that the State's very 
poor showing is saving tin is 
caused by sheer disinterest on the 
part of householder, who will not 
go to the trouble— which is hard- 
ly exacting— of washing and 
flattening the can. Tin collec- 
tions must pick up, or we in Vir- 
ginia will be in the terrible posi- 
tion of letting down our fighting 
men by not providing them with 
the materials necessary for pros- 
ecuting the war."

State Treasurer W. 
Murphy has reported to 
nr Darden that investment of the 
$15,000,000 appropriated by the 
regular and special sessions of 
the 1942 General Assembly from 
the Commonwealth's surplus for 
the retirement of the State debt 
has now been completed, and the 
saving to the State will be al- 
most $1,000,000 greater than that 
expected four months ago when 
the General Assembly was called 
to consider the liquidation plan 

The tunds were invested in di- 
rect obligations of the United 
States Government and obliga- 
tions of the political sub-divis- 
ions of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia, and, as far as possible, 
all securities were bought in 
amounts and maturities compar- 
able to those of the State's obli- 
gations. The income, along with 
the principals paid at maturities 
will go into the Sinking Fund to 
offset non-callable Virginia ob- 
ligations as they mature. 

Praise for Legislators 

In releasing the report Gover- 
norDarden paid high tribute to 
! members of the General Asembly 
for their prompt consideration of 
the matter and the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners for carrying out 
the investment and liquidation 
plan. The Governor's statement 
is as follows: 

The Commonwealth is espec- 
ially indebted to the Genral As- 
sembly for the prompt considera- 
tion which they gave this matter. 
Their action enabled the Treas- 
urer. State Comptroller H. G 
Gilmer and State Tax Commis- 
sioner C. H. Morrisetf, who con- 
stitute the membership of the 
Sinking Fund Commission, to 
take advantage of Federal issues

Both the free lunch and health 
programs were expanded during 
the depression years by the PTA. 
No child was permitted to go 
hungry or without medical atten- 
tion, and other physical needs 
were supplied. A substantial au- 
ditorium, a physical education 
program and other requirements 
of the modern school plant were 
first sponsored by the parent- 
teacher group.

H. H. Zimmerley, director of the 
Virginia Truck Experiment Sta- 
tion at Diamond Springs, will 
head the campaign, which will 
begin its nationwide drive on 
Monday, March 1st. 

The War Fund campaign of the 
Red Cross this year for the first 
time will combine the annual 
supplementary drives that have 
been occasioned in recent years 
by the war's demands. It calls, 
as a consequence, local chapter 
officials pointed out, fo ra great- 
er effort on the part of all work- 
ers because of the markedly in- 
creased quota. 

Quota Is $12,300 

Princess Anne's quota for the

W. P. Ashburn has submitted 
his resignation as Virginia Beach 
Postmaster to the Postofflce De- 
partment, to be effective on the 
date his successor is appointed. 
Mr. Ashburn told the Virginia 
Beach News yesterday. Poor 
health and the need for rest 
prompted his decision, which waa 
reached several months ago, he 
said. 

No official announcement of his 
successor has yet been received 
from Washington and Mr. Ash- 
burn would not comment on the 
possible appointee, but sidewalk 
gossip suggests the name of Eu- 
gene V. Gresham, police justice 
for the Town of Virginia Beach, 
as the most likely candidate. 
Strong representations have been 
made to Washington In his be- 
half, it was learned, but whether 
or not the appointment had been 
made, whether or not Judge 
Gresham had accepted, were 
matters, of pure speculation. 
Judge Gresham could not be 
reached yesterday for either af- 
firmation or denial of the report. 

" Ten Tears of Serrlee 

Mr. Ashburn is completing his 
tenth year of service as locaA 
postmaster, having been appoint- 
ed to the position in 1933. The 
normal growth of this resort, 
community during those years,. 
together with the spurt brought 
about by wartime activity, raised- 
the status of the postofflce un- 
der Mr. Ashburn's direction front 
that of a second-class to a first- 
class office. It was during his 
tenure of office that the hand- 
some building now occupied by 
the postofflce, was built by the 
Federal government, having been 
completed in 1936. 

Postal receipts have grown 
steadily in volume during the 
ten years Mr. Ashburn served as 
postmaster. For the calendar 
year 1933, gross receipts of $18,- 
355.17 were reported, growing 
steadily in volume through 1941, 
when total receipts of $80,923.36 
reached an all-time high. 

Despite trie vastly expanded 
services of the Beach Postofflce 
during the past year, with bran- 
ches located at Camp Thalia, 
Fort Story. Camp Pendleton, the 
Fleet Service School and the An- 
tiaircraft Testing Center, receipts 
dropped to $79,987.85 in 1943. 
This, the Postmaster pointed out, . 
was due entirely to the Congres- 
sional action granting franking 
privileges to men In uniform. 
Without this concession, it is 
believed that postal receipts 
would have exceeded $100,000 in 
that year. 

During the past two years, Mr. 
Ashburn said, a major part of 
the work of the staff has been the 
sale and registration of War Sav- 
ings Bonds and Stamps.

Carry Draft Cards 

Attorney General Francis Bid- 
die has reminded all Virginia men 
between the ages of 18 and 45 
who are subject to classification 
under the Selective Service Act 
that after February 1 they are 
required to carry classification as 
well as registration cards at all 
times. Failure to do so may re- 
sult in prosecution in the Federal 
courts, and the responsibility of 
securing a classification card — 
which states that the registrant 
has been placed in 3-A. 1-A, 4-F 
or whatever it may be — rests 
with the individual. If for any 
reason he has not received a 
classification card, or has lost the 
one sent him. he should imme- 
diately tell his local board.

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THOSE TROUBLESOME BUREAUS 

The better brains of the country have 
been drawn into the war administration. 
Politics has to be forgotten when a burglar 
has a gun at your head. Domestic prob- 
lems have been largely sidetracked in the 
public mind, as they have seemed superficial 
compared with the war. 

But bureaucracy continues to run wild in 
Washington. The simplest acts in family 
life have been made complicated issues. One 
has but to read the requirements for cutting 
up a beef in order to comply with price ceil- 
ings to see how confused a local butcher 
must be. Running a grocery or merchandise 
store has become a problem so complicated 
that stores are going out of business by the 
thousands. Instead of receiving coopera- 
tion from government bureaus, everyone is 
threatened with a $10,000 fine or ten years 
in jail or both, as the penalty for every fail- 
ure to comply. How many local people have 
been so threatened in their dealings with the 
inept handlers of the rent control regula- 
tions? 

The people are heart and soul for winning 
the the war on the battlefront. Boys from 
every family are there, or on their way. We 
are proud of the results they are accom 
plishing. The people are also heart and soul 
for winning the production and distribution 
problems on the home front to back up our 
whole war effort, but they are beginning 
to open their eyes to waste and confusion 
and politics-as-usual on the home front. 

The situation has become fantastic and it 
is high time that thousands of bureaucrats 
who never raised, a chicken, hog or cow, and 
who never produced an article by manual 
labor, and who never maintained a payroll 
or sold a yard of goods, be replaced by men 
who know something of the actual problems 
of production and distribution. 

It is time for brains to come to the top in 
domestic affairs as they have in military af- 
fairs. 

PREVUE OF THE BRAVE NEW WORLD 

An incident is taking place in Puerto Rico 
which merits the consideration of every 
American citizen. As an island territory of 
the United States, it is being used a guinea 
pig for social experiments at the hands of 
socialist politicians working under cover of 
emergency war powers granted by the people 
of this country to their government for the 
efficient prosecution of the war. It is an 
abuse of power that should make every fair- 
minded observer "see red." 

This war is being fought to preserve and 
resestablish the principles of representative 
government and individual rights. But there 
are officials who pay lip service to these 
war aims and yet proceed to ape Hitler in 
Puerto Rico. As the New York Times 
recently pointed out, at the insistence of 
American government officials the legis- 
lature of Puerto Rico in the last two sessions 
has : " ( 1 ) provided for government owner- 
ship of more than half the island's sugar 
lands; (2) turned all of the sugar mills into 
public utilities, subject to regulations of 
the Public Service Commission; (3) author- 
ized the government to purchase and oper- 
ate all forms of communication; (4) provi- 
ded for government ownership of all means 
of transportation; (5) created a govern- 
ment bank in which all insular revenues may 
be deposited, and (6) authorized the forma- 
tion of a development company through 
which the government may engage in any 
form of private enterprise." 

The people of Puerto Rico have futilely 
opposed the destruction of private owner- 
ship. American courts have condemned it, 
pointing out that the emergency powers of 
government were never intended for such 
application,but the process continues. Puerto 
Rico is fast becoming a socialized state un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United States. 
And* all of this achieved during a time of 
war — a war allegedly fought in the name of 
freedom! 

Is the a prevue of "the brave new world" 
we may expect to see in expanded form in 
this country and othr countries which this 
nation is helping to liberate? 

WE SALUTE THE BOY SCOUTS 

This is Boy Scout Week. The whole na- 
tion pauses to salute the organization which 



has contributed so greatly, in this World 
War as in the last, to the winning of .the 
war. But Scouting does not rest on its 
laurels. The praise which Scouts so justily 
deserved for their countless services to their 
country only spur them on to greater en- 
deavor. 

It is hard to see how War Bonds and 
Stamps could be sold, or vital materials sal- 
vaged, or all the varied forms of printed in- 
formation distributed, without the untiring 
help of these public servants. But there 
are higher services ahead. Almost 400,000 
Scouts are 15 years old or older; they may 
may change ranks to the armed forces be- 
fore the conflict is over. The soldier who 
has been a Boy Scout makes a better soldier, 
and former Sea Scouts are officer material 
for the Navy, the Coast Guard and the Mer- 
chant Marine. The "Toughen Up! Buckle 
Down! and carry on to Victory" theme of 
Scouting until the war ends will save lives 
through consumate training — and will make 
better citizens in the process. 

Scouting is training for a way of life, the 
kind of life America chooses to lead, the 
kind for which her sons are fighting across 
the seas. On these fronts, and on the front 
at home, the qualities which Scouting stands 
for — courage and character, assure us of 
Victory and a lasting peace. 



THE PAY-AS-YOU-GO PLAN 

The new political psychology in Washing- 
ton furnishes evidence that Congress is re- 
covereing its place as the constitutional leg^ 
islative branch of the Government. A month 
ago the pay-as-you-go tax plan was being 
treated in Washington as a matter that 
might be taken up "sometime this year," 
the idea being that it would be shelved until 
after the war. But there has been a storm 
of protest against postponing action and 
naturally the question has been considered 
by millions of people with small incomes who 
will have to pay an income tax this year for 
the first time. Recent polls of public opin- 
ion show that most every class of our popu- 
lation favor paying as they earn. The other 
side of the picture is that if they pay quar- 
terly or semi-annually the Treasury will 
lose vast sums of money as taxpayers will 
default because they will be unable to pay- 
under the old system. 

Congressman Carlson fathers the bill in 
the House which proposes to set the income 
tax calendar ahead one year, dropping the 
year 1942 for good. In other words, each 
taxpayer would start the year with a clean 
slate. Each would pay during 1943 a tax 
based on his income for 1942. 

With heavy income taxes reaching prac- 
tically everyone, the farmer especially 
needs to be safeguarded against income tax 
debts. The National Grange and the Farm 
Bureau Federation recently endorsed the 
pay-as-you-go plan. The importance of this 
change to the farmer is plain enough. Of 
all incomes, his is the one mostsubject to 
change from one year to the next. Of all 
people, he can least afford to be paying out 
of his current income a tax based on the in- 
come he made the previous year. Even in a 
year of good prices, drought, frost or insect 
pests can destroy his crops; andnow espec- 
ially, a labor shortage at harvest time can 
leave his crohps rotting in the field. 

In 1942, millions of farmers made some 
money for the first time in years. In 1943, 
squeezed between ceiling prices and rising 
wages, they may not fare as well. Yet un- 
der the present tax system thei would still 
have to pay in 1943 a tax based on their one 
good year of 1942. Worse still, if farm 
prices collapse after this war as they did 
after the last, then the present tax system 
would trap the farmer in bitter earnest. For 
while actually operating at a loss, as he did 
after the lastwar, he would still have to pay 
a large, leftover tax on his income for the 
last war year. It is to end this constant, 
overhanging menace of tax debt that Cong- 
ressman Carlson has introduced his propos- 
al. And fortunately his measure — though 
it looks like tax magic at first glance— meets 
every practical test. 

Though 1942 is dropped completely, the 
Treasurycollects tax payments as usual, 
starting March 15; but under this new plan 
the payment will be for taxes due on 1943 
income. Nothing changes execept the date 
on the tax form! 

Nc* wealthy individual escapes taxation. So 
long as his income continues large, he con- 
tinues to pay large income taxes as at pres- 
ent At his death, it is true, his estate will 
no longer owe a back income tax, but the es- 
tate will be therefore that much larger and 
will pay correspondingly bigger inheritance 
tax. 

It is only by enacting the pay-as-you-go 
plan now that men entering the armed for- 
ces or leaving business positions to do 
government work can be freed from the 
present tax debt on their last year's civil- 
ian income. People whose peacetime occu- 
pations are destroyed by war, such as small 
merchants and filling station operators, 
would no longer have their misfortune in- 
creased by owing back taxes. And farmers 
who have a poor year would no longer face 
the addded problem of paying taxes on a 
former year*s good income. 

Experts figure that pay-as-you-go will 
mean more 1943 revenue, because the Tres- 
ury will start to collect taxes this year on 
the vastly increased national income and at 
higher rates. 

The time to get our income taxes on a 
current basis — the time to remedy the tax 
calendar — is recognized to be NOW. Other- 
wise, when Victory comes, millions of farm- 
ers and workers struggling in the rough 
waters of post-war readjustment will be 
tossed— not a life preserver— but a large, 
heavy boulder income tax debt! 



MOBE CIVILIAN GOODS?— 

Beset with rationing problems 
and pretty well convinced that 
three-thirds of the nation would 
soon be iU-fed, ill-clothed, and 
ill-housed, the consumer got a 
badly-needed boost when War 
Production Chief Donald M. Nel- 
son revealed that some members 
of the WPB now feel that the 
civilian belt may already have 
been drawn too tight. He also 
expressed his own convictions 
that not much more can be trim- 
med from the civilian economy 
and thaVs good news. Big problem 
now is to manufacture the mater- 
ial available for consumers's 
goods with a minimum expendi- 
ture of manpawer. Barron's, na- 
tional' business and financial 
weekly, points out that the man- 
power shortage is already defi- 
nitely curtailing production in 
some of the "soft goods" lines, 
such as shoes and textiles, and 
that the agricultural manpower 
shortage this year will be acute. 
Possible solution is the standard- 
ization and simplification of 
goods and the concentration of 
production for civilian consump- 
tion within a few plants for each 
product. 



SEVENTH COLUMN — Mean- 
while, injuries to workers consti- 
tute a "seventh column" which 
saps manpower and hinders both 
war and civilian production. The 
National Safety Council estimates 
that 500 million man-days were 
lost from the production lines In 
1942 because of accidents, the 
equivalent of the time needed to 
build 20 battleships, or 9.000 hea- 
vy bombers, or 40,000 tanks. The 
Council recorded 4,000,000 non- 
fatal mishaps to workers, while 
46,000 wer killed— 19,500 on the 
job. Many of these accidents 
could have been avoided, safety 
experts contend, by proper safe- 
guards of employees. The truth 
of this Is indicated by the amaz- 
ing 1942 safety record of one 
company which has a big war 
job involving the transportation 
of millions of troops in sleeping 
cars as well as maintaining this 
vital service for essential civil- 
ian travel. This is the Pullman 
Company, which according to 
Harry Guilbert. safety director, 
had a perfect safety mark in 
every one of its shops last year. 
Its workers put in more than 7,- 
000,000 man-hours without a 
lost-time accident, a record which 
Guilbert attributes to "22 years 
of unceasing diligence." 



The purpose of the monthly re- 
port is to find out how many of 
the nation's commercial vehicles 
are in actual use. and how many 
of those that stand idle could be 
used for essential war or civil- 
ian transportation. 

In spite of the urgent need o 
save rubber everywhere, and to 
save gasoline in the Eastern 
States so that more fuel oil can 
be transported, war workers still 
art not making efficient use of 
their autos. Most of the large 
war plants would have to close 
down if their workers had to 
walk to work or use public con- 
veyances, and yet one of the sim- 
plest forms of mileage saving — 
group riding— still is not prac- 



ticed to the extent that it mhaaia 
be. 
The ban on pleasure driving 

has increased the traffic burdens 
of other transportation facilities 
Motor bus traffic between citte? 
increased 50 percent in 1942 over 
1941 and is still growing in vol- 
ume, while the' bus lines are said 
to be approaching capacity op- 
erations and face uncertainties 
with respect to gas. to tire and 
parts prospects, and to skilled la- 
bor. It must be emphasized, 
therefore, that unecessary travel 
of any kind— local or long dis- 
tance — definitely handicaps the 
wartime operation of our entire 
transportation system.

Troops Frown on Gas Ban 
Howlers 

An American in New Guinea, 
present in the fighting around 
Buna, recently reported that an 
advance post radio had picked up 
a football broadcast from the 
United States. When the an-. 
nouncer complained that gasoline 
rationing had cut attendance at 
the game, It didn't go over with 
the boys who had slogged all the 
way across the jungle-clad moun- 
tains from Port Moresby. Com- 
plaints on fuel rationing, too, 
would not be well received by our 
troops stationed in Iceland, Alas- 
ka, and the Aleutians. And they 
might be surprised to learn that 
a strike in the coal mines, at a 
critical time, had helped to lower 
shipments of Anthracite to New 
England by almost 30.000 tons a 
week. It has been estimated that 
che strike reduced hard coal pro- 
duction at the rate of 450,000 
tons a week below what would 
have been realized if the entire 
industry had been on a full six- 
day week basis. 

On the other hand, the ban on 
pleasure driving and the cut in 
basic fuel oil rations have helped 
to ease the fuel oil situation. Also, 
tank car shipments of petroleum 
and petroleum products ap- 
proached the high levels of the 
middle of October, and deliveries 
of oil to tank cars from the new 
Texas-Illinois pipeline are expec- 
ted to start during the first week 
in February. But it must be re- 
peated that all these savings and 
expedients will not compensate 
the loss of the enormous carrying 
power of the tanker fleet which 
operated along the Atlantic Coast 
before the war, and so we must 
keep on saving fuel oil and cold- 
proofing our homes by every 
means possible. The petroleum 
coordinator's plea to convert to 
coal if possible still goes and Is 
still .urgent.

"The term 'child care' today is a 
familiar household word. During 
the past twenty-five years physi- 
cians and public health workers 
have emphasized increasingly the 
value of medical supervision for in- 
fants and children. The results of 
this emphasis are proved by the 
drastic reduction in deaths in the 
age bracket, birth to 24 years. 
While continued progress in the 
child health field is needed and 
doubtless will be attained, adult 
care has not received anything ap- 
proaching comparable attention on 
the public's part. This neglect 
stands stark in the face of the 
deaths of those in middle age and 
beyond which are traceable to pre- 
ventable causes," states Dr. I. C. 
Riggin, State Health Commissioner. 

"The customary sequence is for 
the adult to consider his body some- 
what as a perpetual motion ma- 
chine that needs little or no super- 
vision until trouble develops. Often 
he is at a loss to understand why 
the physician is unable to make 
him well at once or why a chronic 
invalidism develops. He reasons 
that he went to see his doctor as 
soon as the crack-up occurred, 
which should be all the chance medi- 
cal science needs to put him on his 
feet promptly again. 

"If human bodies, in addition to 
the punishment they receive by way 
of ill-advised living habits, were 
not influenced by ordinary every 
day wear and tear just as are other 
machines, such an indifference at- 
titude toward the adult mechanism 
might be logical. In view of the 
vicissitudes to which the body is 
subjected daily, however, to assume 
that its condition can be disregard- 
ed until an illness or accident oc- 
curs, is to take a very short range 
view of the possibilities. 

"The infant and child are taken 
to the physician's office for a physi- 
cal examination when they are 
quite well. By this procedure, the 
doctor can examine the young body 
to determine whether it is perform- 
ing as it should be. He can give 
advice on diet; he can protect 
against communicable diseases, in- 
cluding smallpox and diphtheria; 
he can prescribe the amount of sleep 
and rest required; and he can sug- 
gest that at the age of two years 
and periodically thereafter the den- 
tist be given an opportunity to ex- 
amine the teeth, making whatever 
corrections may be indicated. More- 
over, upon the first sign of illness, 
the physician is summoned fqr. 
advice. 

"Thus, while many parents are 
quite willing to see that their chil- 
dren receive essential medical su- 
pervision, they forget the need of 
supervision for themselves. 

"While it is unnecessary to be- 
come too interested in personal 
- — well-being, a middle ground not 

Available on j y is sensible, but health and life 
references, i aav ing too. For example, maximum 
health and vigor may depend upon 
the elimination of one or more detri- 
mental habits. A rational apprecia- 
tion of the value and application of 
the basic living laws may need to be 
developed. A real regard for the 
value of a periodic physical exami- 
nation, as the discoverer of inci- 
pient and detourable diseases, per- 
haps is the most important factor 
in medical supervision. By this 
latter means, tuberculosis, diabetes, 
nephritis, heart conditions, and dis- 
coverable cancer, all of which often 
arise unsuspenctingly in adult life, 
can be caught and arrested before 
gaining serious or fatal hedway. 

"More persons are living to mid- 
dle age than ever before due to 
child care; however, more persons 
are dying of preventable diseases 
of middle life* not only because of 
this fact, but because they deny 
themselves the type of care they 
willingly extend to their children. 

"If the adult, whether man or 
woman, now solicitous of the wel- 
fare of the child, would be equally 
interested in adult care, a drastic 
reduction in the preventable ill- 
nesses and premature deaths of mid- 
dle age and beyond could be made. 
It is a goal that should not be 
overlooked."

For as Raymond Gram 
Swing says: "Mr. Churchill's 
speeches have become one cf the 
most revealing records of the war, 
They relate the facto with the 
prescience and dramatic easi- 
ness of journalism, and coniirv 
from the innermost secrecy c: 
war leadership, they are both 
valid and freshly informative." 

This latest collection of Mr. 
Churchill's addresses begins with 
his tribute to Neville Chamberlln 
in the House of Commons, three 
days after the former Prime Min- 
ister's death, and contains sixty- 
eight addresses, including with 
those made before our own Con- 
gress and the Canadian Parlia- 
ment. 

- And just as they are more than 
good rhetoric, as Mr. Swing says, 
so too are they more than a rec- 
ord of the War; they are. besides 
both these things, a very impor- 
tant revelation of British thought 
about the war at every stage of 
it during the months which they 
cover.

Good News for Farmers 
Good news to all farmers in 
the State is a new amendment 
of the War production Board 
raising the quota for the pro- 
duction of repair parts for farm 
machinery from 130 percent of 
the average annual net sales of 
repair parts during 1940 and 1941 
to 160 percent. WPB says the 
change is the result of its deter- 
mination that adequate supplies 
of repair parts be available to 
farmers in 1943, particularly since 
the production of new machinery 
has been drastically curtailed.

If you still have any miscon 
ceptions about the Land of the 
Rising Sun, read "Report From 
Tokyo," by Joseph C. Grew, our 
Ambassador to Japan from 1932 
to 1941. 

Ambassador Grew returned to 
the United States last August af- 
ter spending many anious months 
as a virtual prisoner of the Ja- 
panese. He came back on the 
Swedish exchange ship Grips- 
holtn.along with many other 
Americans — missionaries, teachers 
newspaper correspondents, and 
businessmen — who had spent the 
preceding six months in solitary 
confinement in small, bitterly 
cold prison cells, inadequately 
fed, and at times subjected to the 
most cruel and barbaric tortures. 

When Ambassador Grew arriv- 
ed in America, he was shocked to 
find how dangerously most Amer- 
icans underrated the Japanese. 
He believes that the Germans will 
crack — as they did in 1918 — when 
the tide of battle turns against 
them. But he does not think 
that is true of the Japanese.

RATIONING BEGINS MARCH 1 

Rationing of canned, dried, 
and frozen fruits and vegetables 
will begin March 1. and retail 
sales of the more than 200 items 
to be rationed will be "frozen" on 
February 20. Beginning Monday. 
February 22, housewives will reg- 
ister for War Ration Book No. 2. 
which will allow a total of 48 
"points" for each member of the 
family for the month of March. 
Stamps will have values of 8, 5, 
2, and 1. If a family has more 
than 5 cans per person on hand, 
stamps will be removed from the 
book in proportion to their excess 
holdings. Official point values 
will be made public ,as soon as 
stocks are "frozen." Registra- 
tion probably will be held in lo- 
cal school houses and one mem- 
ber may register for the whole 
family. 

Some foods need not be count- 
ed. They include canned olives, 
canned meat and fish, pickles, 
relish, jellies, jams, preserves, 
spaghetti, macaroni, noodles and 
all home-canned foods. 

"NON - DEFERABLE" OCCU- 
PATIONS 

Twenty-nine occupations were 
announced as "non-deferable" 
for any reason by the Bureau of 
Selective Service of the WMC on 
Feb. 2. All occupations in an ad- 
ditional 19 manufacturing, 8 
wholesale and retail and 9 service 
activities were also called non- 
deferable. Any man in these oc- 
cupations is advised to get into 
a war job immediately. After 
April 1 he will not be deferred if 
he stays in his present job. Even 
if he has dependents, he will still 
be drafted unless his work con- 
tributes to the war effort. 
Among the non-deferable occu- 
pations are everything from boot- 
blacks to gamblers, bartenders, 
bar boys, beauty operators, bell 
boys, bus boys, butlers, charmen 
and cleaners, cosmeMciaiTs? cus- 
tom tailors and furriers, dancing 
teachers, dish washers doormen, 
elevator operators and starters, 
errand boys, fortune tellers, gard- 
eners, green keepers, housemen, 
hairdresers, newsboys, night club 
managers and employees, porters, 
private chaffeurs, soda dispen- 
dispensers, ushers, valets, and 
waiters, with few exceptions, are 
non-deferable regardless of where 
the activity is found. 

GASOLINE CREDIT CARDS 

Credit cards may now be used 
at gasoline stations by vehicles 
carrying a "Certificate of War 
Necessity" or "T" ration stickers. 
Most other vehicles cannot use 
such credit cards. Formerly , 
stations operating 24 hours a day 
could sell gasolftte to all vehicles 
only during^U hours a day and 
after that only to those with "T" 
stickers. 

Anyone who has applied for a 
"Certificate of War Necessity'.' 
may get gasoline pending the ar- 
rival of the certificate by notify- 
ing his local war price and ration- 
ing board. Coupons sufficient 
for his needs will be issued for 
the first and second three-month 
period at the same time. 

LUMBER FOR FARMS 

Almost six billion board feet of 
lumber a yearwill be required on 
American farms after the war, 
according to the U. S. Dept. of 
Agriculture's Forest Service. More 
than 5.000 million board feet 
will be needed for repair and re- 
placement of buildings, 700 mil- 
lion feet for buildings on new 
farms, and 159 million for other 
uses. , 

MORE FUEL FOR FARM 
MACHINERY 

Farm and mining machinery 
and equipment producers will 
hereafter be given more fuel oil 
for their production. Petroleum 
Distribution Order No. 3, which 
originally imposed a 40 per cent 
cut on fuel oils for uses other 
than space heating and hot wa- 
ter heating, has been amended to 
leave out farm and mining ma- 
chinery.

The identity of Virginia Beach's 
new postmaster — or that of the 
most logical aspirant for the po- 
sition — remained clothed in mys- 
tery this week, with no word, of- 
ficial or otherwise, forthcoming 
from local political circles re- 
garding the eventual selection. 

From authentic sources, how- 
ever, came the information that 
Eugene V. Gresham, trial justice 
for the Town and currently re- 
garded as the leading contender 
for the post made vacant by W. 
P Ashburn's resignation, has 
withdrawn his name from con- 
sideration because of "personal'' 
reasons. Mr. Gresham has insis- 
ted that he will continue his 
present employment in the trans- 
portation section of the Norfolk 
Naval Operating Base, a position 
he has held for almost a quarter 
of a century. 

Position Refused 

That Mr. Gresham was offered 
the postmastership of Virginia 
Beach is now a matter of certain- 
ty. That he refused it just prior 
to the administering of the for- 
mal oath of office on Sunday, 
February , 1, is also known. Ac- 
cording to intimates of the 
"Judge," a major consideration 
in his refusal Was the short time 
allotted him to settle his affairs 
at the naval base. 

Although Federal regulations 
governing the selection of post- 
masters require that candidates 
for the postmastership submit 
themselves to a Civil Service ex- 
amination in order to be eligible 
for consideration by the district's 
Congressman, the appointment of 
Judge Gresham was considered 
as settled. His refusal to accept 
the post may have the effect of 
throwing the race wide open to 
all aspirants. 

Many Supporters 

Widespread interest in Judge 
Gresham's reported candidacy 
was expressed this week by many 
Beach residents, many of whom 
voiced the hope that he would 
reconsider the appointment. His 
long experience in local affairs 
and his wide circle of friends, 
plus his many years in an admin- 
istrative post at the naval base. 
were regarded as excellent quali- 
fications for the position. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Ashburn will 
continue in office until the selec- 
tion of his successor is announc- 
ed.

Forty per cent of vhe country's 
462,000.000 acres of rommert lal 
forests is in farm lot.-.. In the for* 
est states it is almost impost, ole 
for a rural landowner not to be n 
forest owner. Wooded areas may 
be interspersed among arable 
fields, may b° used to round out 
otherwise irregular farm bound- 
aries, or tl*ey may be used to pro- 
vide a desired setting or wind 
protection for the farmstead. 
Woodlands which have been neg- 
lected or misused, generally can 
be improved by proper fuel wood 
cutting. 

Harvesting Recommended 

Farm woodlands may be main- 
tained for any one df three rea- 
sons, according to a survey by 
the Yale University Schorl of 
Forestry. The owner may wish 
to grow timber as a cash crop or 
for his own use as lumber or fuel. 
He may prize the woodland's rich 



recreational and esthetic values. 
Or he may use trees as a tool of 
conservation. In many cases all 
three purposes may be combined. 
Foresters of the forest products 
industries recommend that fuel 
wood be harvested either by re- 
moving crowded, diseased, over- 
age, malformed, or otherwise un- 
desirable trees, or by utilizing for 
fuel wood only the tops of trees 
cut for sawlogs and other major 
wood products. They also point 
cur that the best farm woodlands 
are usually uneven-aged stands 
| of several tree species. 

Productive Cycle 
The time between cuttings, the 
, forest experts say. should be 
, long enough tb permit the annual 
' forest growth to equal or exceed 
the total drain from the harvests 
and from any other causes. In 
'this respect, it is pointed out, 
farm wcodlot owners could take 
a tip from large commercial for- 
est operators who have found that 
it is not only possible, but prof- 
itable, to keep forestland busy in 
a continuous productive cycle. 
Most large forest concerns now 
consider their lands as well or- 
ganized "Tree Farms."

us down in honor or dishonor to the latest 
generation. We shall nobly save or meanly 
lose the last, best hope of earth." 

Courage is contagious. We can translate 
the inspiraton of the bravery of both new 
and storied American heroes into positive 
action. No repining, no complaints, just a 
determination to win this war and to win 
it so thoroughly that this time there will be 
no Armistice, no mere cessation of hostili- 
ties, but Peace on a firm foundation! This 
is the least we can do for our honoured 
dead. ;f 



BACK TAXING IS BACK BREAKING 

If something constructive isn't done by 
March 15 about putting individual income 
taxes on a pay-as-you-go basis, the present 
back taxing system (paying taxes this year 
on yast year's income) will be a back-break- 
ing load for 20 million new taxpayers who 
were not prepared for the tax bill passed last 
October, and it is bound to affect the effi- 
ciency of the nation's production effort. The 
possible repercussions after the war seem 
too vast to contemplate. 

Pay-as-you-go income taxes mean just 
one thing — each one of us pays as he earns, 
and hasnit, a year-old debt to worry about. 
Thre^proposals have been made: (1) pay 
two years' taxes in one year, which would 
be too burdensome; (2) pay taxes on 1943 
income and postpone taxes on 1942 earnings 
until after the war, which would keep us 
in chains indefinitely, and (3) wipe out the 
debt on 1942 income while we all concentrate 
on paying taxes this year on this year's in- 
come. 

The last of these three proposals is the 
only workable one, as to the effects both 
now and after the war. A small percentage 
of the citizens might benefit from a windfall 
where their income was greater in 1942 than 
in 1943. But this would be a relatively 
small inequity and could be corrected by 
compelling revised returns in such instances. 

What the country cannot stand is a hang- 
over of income, tax debt after the war. This 
is particularly true of people living in such 
communities as Virginia Beach and Prin- 
cess Anne County — small business men and 
farmers — whose year-to-year incomes 
change radically from climatic and economic 
conditions over which they have no con- 
trol. 

The question of pay-as-you-go taxes is 
squarely up to Congress, which has shown 
it can act quickly when convinced the folks 
back home want something done. Members 
of Congress were elected to represent the 
citizens, who have it in their power to give 
directives to their Senators and Represen- 
tatives. 

Among the many influential organiza- 
tions that have endorsed pay-as-you-go tax 
legislation are the National Grange, the 
American Farm Bureau Federation and 
many other businessmen's organizations. 
But their endorsements need individual 
backing. 

No one objects to paying a fair share of 
taxes, especially with the nation at war. 
Millions of new income taxpayers do not 
yet realize what they face on Mach 15 under 
the present tax law. Pay-as-you-go taxes 
are merely a matter of bookkeeping for the 
Treasury Department, except in a relatively 
few windfall cases. Can we allow this to 
stand in the way of constructive legislation 
that will free our productive citizens from 
financial debt and worry, at a time when 
such burdens upon the family budget and 
the mind can hinder the effectiveness of 
war production for the forces on the fight- 
ing fronts ? 

Think it over. Then, instruct your Cong- 
ressman as to your wishes in the matter of 
an income tax program. 



THE CHALLENGE OF HEROISM 

February is the month of heroes, the 
month in which we do honor both to Wash- 
ington and to Lincoln — to the first Presi- 
dent and to the Great Emancipator. 

But what makes an American hero? It 
is not class — our heroes range from Wash- 
ington, the landed aristocrat, to Lincoln, the 
railsplitter. It is not nationality — there was 
Columbus, the Italian; Von Steuben, the 
German; Rochambeau, the Frenchman; Ko- 
sciusko, the Pole. It is not Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton, a Catholic; and Haym Solo- 
mon, a Jew. It is not race — the Negro mess 
boy who set a standard of bravery at Pearl 
Harbor was but carrying on a tradition that 
started with Crispus Attatucks, the first to 
Call in the Revolution. 

The challenge of heroism lies before each 
and every one of us. A hero is anyone dis- 
playing great valor or fortitude. Heroism is 
a height to which any of us may climb, a 
path on which there are no barriers of dis- 
crimination. A brave heart, a valiant spirit 
and a sincere desire to serve others are all 



PRESS AND CHURCH FOR LIBERTY 

It was Werner Best, a Nazi juridicial ex- 
pert, who said recently that "history teach- 
es that the annihilation of an aljen people is 
not contrary to the laws of life, provided the 
annihilation is complete." In other words 
the more completely you destroy a people, 
the closer you are to fulfilling one of the 
laws of life. Repellent as this attitude is 
to Americans, it is openly espoused by the 
Nazis, and if we will only open our eyes and 
understand that the Nazis do, in fact, be- 
lieve in destroying people, we shall then be 
able to understand the unspeakably horri- 
ble things that they are doing to defense- 
less folk all over Europe. 

A dispatch to the New York Times on 
January 17 reported that the Nazis are kill- 
ing entire populations "for no other reason 
than their alleged inferiority to the Nazi 
scale of human values." It should be added 
that "entire religions are being gradually 
stamped out, such as the Roman Catholi- 
cism of Styria, Austria, where as the new 
Nazi gauleiter announced, 'we will di away 
with former religions and introduce here 
our own religion of Germanic blood and Ger- 
manic race.' " 

All over Europe the story is the same — 
unending persecution, famine, and death. 
And yet, resistance does not cease, ft does 
not stop anywhere. It cannot be crushed. 
It goes on everywhere. In Czechoslovakia, 
Antonin Peel, a journalist, is sentenced to 
death. For what ? For leading a movement 
of resistance against the Germans." Was 
he the only journalist to resist and to be 
killed for it? No, there were sixteen be- 
fore him, besides some eighty others who 
have been sent to concentration camps and 
about whom nothing has been heard since. 

The Nazis had hardly overrun Belgium 
for the second time in twenty-five years be- 
fore the famous old underground paper, La 
Libre Belgique, appeared agin. During the 
first World War, according to News from 
Belgium, thirteen of its editors were cap- 
tured. But it went on just the same. Now 
it is a tabloid of between six to twelve 
pages which reaches more than 200,000 
Belgian patriots — and this, in spite of the 
Nazis, and in spite of the danger to the 
courageous men who publish it. Yet, it is 
only one of 130 underground newspapers 
in Belgium at this moment. 

The resistance of free men cannot be bro- 
ken by the worst tryanny on earth and, 
once again as so often in the past, the press 
and the Church join forces in the defense 
of liberty. 



FOOD GROWERS TO BE HELPED 

A plan for stabilizing the «ost of living at 
the same time encouraging farmers to pro- 
duce sufficient quantities of certain foods 
for military and civili;..: needs is being tried 
out with the four mojor canning crops — to-; 
matoes, peas, sweet corn and snap beans. 
Under the new program growers of these 
crops will be assured a larger return than 
they received in 1942, but the difference in 
costs will be absorbed by the Government 
through purchase of the output of certified 
processors or canners at prices allowing fix- 
ed minimum returns to growers. The Gov- 
ernment will then resell a portion of the pack 
to these canners at a discount for civilian 
use, so that the higher prices paid will not 
be passed on to the consumer. Thus, farm- 
ers will receive more for the four major 
crops, but the housewife will pay no more 
for canned products than she paid last year. 

Although very little butter is shipped out 
of this country except for our men over- 
seas, there has been a heayy drain on butter 
stocks, resulting in widespread local short- 
ages. Butter production last year totaled 
more than Iwo billion pounds, but men in the 
armed services on the average eat more 
butter than civilians ordinarily consume, 
and an ample reserve must be maintained in 
order to assure their supplies. In addition, 
with civilian war incomes up, more people 
have been eating larger amounts of butter, 
and have been consuming more evaporated 
milk, ice cream, and dairy products — all 
made from milk — thus cutting into butter 
manufacture. In 1943, we'll get less butter 
than usual — an average Of about a quarter 
of a pound per week per person— but we'll 
know that our fighters are getting the but- 
ter fats they need to carry on to uncondi- 
tional victory. 



The cost of living has Increased , 
by about 15 percent, and nearly 
every group of workers averages 
more than 15 percent increase in 
their pay, according to studies of 
■manpower" in Washington. The 
Department of Agriculture pre- 
dicts that there will be record 
crops this year, but there's trouble 
about the shortage of farm labor. 
The probabilities favor calling 
7,5000,000 men to the colors in- 
stead of 11.500,000. because our 
Allies have grown stronger. The 
farm labor situation may auto- 
matically improve. 

In the recent anthracite coal 
strike thousands of workers de- 
fied the leaders of their national 
union. They also defied. the War 
Labor Board, and refused to go 
back to work until they faced the 
prospect that the 1 President would 
order the Army to take over In 
the coal fields. The result was 
merely a "truce" in the strike 
inasmuch as John L. Lewis, presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, 
will demand a wage increase of 
at least 2 percent for the work- 
ers when contracts between the 
employers and workers are re- 
newed in the Spring. The Little 
Steel formula adopted by the 
War Labor Board recognizes a 
limit of about 15 percent on wage 
increases. Nevertheless, the Labor 
Board has met open defiance 
from the miners and other groups 
just as other Administration, 
mediation, arbitration, and labor 
boards have been defied in the 
past. 

The American Federation of 
Labor has appealed to President 
Roosevelt to defeat all anti-labor 
legislation by Congress, and has 
also asked the President to stop 
the National Labor Relations 
Board in its efforts to bring under 
its control the troubles between 
employers and workers in West- 
ern shipyards. Apparently AFofL 
defied the Congress and the War 
Labor Board. At the same time 
the CIO has delivered a bitter 
attack on what is called the 
Hobbs labor "antiracketeering 
bill" that has been reported fa- 
vorably to Congress by the House 
Judiciary Committee. Philip Mur- 
ray of CIO says the measure Is 
a direct attack upon legitimate 
labor. Mr. Murray also goes after 
the Secretary of Labor with a big 
switch, and accuses Miss Perkins 
of "hostility toward organized 
labor," because she has opposed 
premium pay for work on Satur- 
days. Sundays and holidays. 
Thus, labor leader dictators 
Green, Murray and Lewis oppose 
Government orders for control 
through laws of Congress, orders 
of the President or War Labor 
Board. 

The President will scarcely be 
able to meet the new demands 
unless he changes his postion, and 
adopts different methods in di- 
recting the relations between 
employers and workers The in- 
consistency of the appeals to the 
President are apparent, in view 
of the fact that he has almost 
invariably backed the labor lead- 
ers in their disputes with em- 
ployers. It is understood in 
Washington that Stabilizer 
Byrnes will review findings of 
mediation and labor boards, with 
two objects in view, i.e.: To help 
the President and Secretary of 
Labor, and to prevent the passage 
cf new laws by Congress. 

It is impossible to catalogue the 
plans of all the planners, whose 
remedies and prescriptions have 
failed.

fective results. 

We are coming to know well the 
amazing record of American in- 
dustry in pouring staggering 
quantities of war materials into 
the breach In democracy's de- 
fenses. Production statistics from 
Detroit, reports of lend-lease 
shipments to England and Russia, 
the story of how the arrival of 
late-model tanks and tank de- 
stroyers turned the tide of battle 



in the desert sands before Cairo 
—all these have helped to change 
our desperate anxiety and ques- 
tioning attitude to reasurance and 
pride in the nation's productive 
power and have helped our mili- 
tary leaders turn from rear guard 
actions to planning offensives. 
We have seen, too. in these re- 
ports in the constantly increasing 
hiring of women, in the talk of a 
manpower shortage the evidence 
of unprecedented employment by 
the industries involved in war 
production. 

But we seem to take for granted 
that important bridge over the 
gap between a new employe and 
a trained worker. The gap is even 
wider than normal where war 
production is concerned.

quired and even experienced 
'peacetime workers have to be re- 
trained. Industry has had to carry 
on that training as it has ex- 
panded its production schedules. 
The General Motors Institute 
is an outstanding example of how 
this training goes forward. The 
Institute, working "around the 
clock," trained 25.000 men and 
women employes of the company 
during 1942. The company's 104 
plants over the country are train- 
ing thousands of employes each 
week through the Institute's cen- 
tral and field programs. Hun- 
dreds of men In the armed ser- 
vices also are being trained by" 
the Institute as instructors and 
for other technical responsibili- 



ttnually being expanded and 
streamlined for greater effective- 
ness .and last year the Institute 
started mid-year classes, to expe- 
dite this broad program. 

Besides the thousands of adult 
new workers being trained and 
veteran workers being retrained 
through the year, these mid-year 
classes are drawing many gradu- 
ating high school .students and 
.seniors with sufficient credits. 
Many of the students of the co- 
operative engineering courses at 
the Institute are enrolled in the 
Army and Navy Reserve as part 
of the nationwide collegiate train- 
ing program, and when gradu- 
ated are eagerly sought by the 
armed forces.

WARNING TO THE WEST. 
By Shridharani, Duel!, Sloan A 
Pearce. 274 pages. $2.50. 

"There are portentous signs on 
the horirons," says Shridharani 
in* his foreword, "foreshadowing 
one more global and mortal re- 
alignment of friend and foe. The 
gravest danger that we face now 
is that this war between democ- 
racy and dictatorship may de- 
teriorate into a titanic inter- 
continental struggle between 
whites and non-whites. In the 
West the Nazis are the extremists 
who are deliberately plotting this 
realignment. The Japanese in the 
East are also trying to force this 
twist of the war; they have cer- 
tain porerful historical forces 
working in their behalf and there- 
fore they may have a better 
chance of success than the Nazis. 

"Their diabolical designs must 
be frustrated; humanity must be 
spared this ultimate ordeal. But. 
we must realize in all seriousness, 
the extremists of East and West 
will not be stopped by warnings 
or threats: they must be defeated 
on the battlefield. 

"There is a third source, of 
danger, which is unwittingly lend- 
ing its help to the same catastro- 
phic end; the Anglo-Saxon peo- 
ple and their leaders. The sins of 
the Anglo-Saxon, at present at 
least, are those of omission rather 
than of commission, of failure-, to 
act or to comprehend. There is 
still hope that he will see the 
light and draw away from tradi- 
tional habits of easy rule and 
uneasy thought. He — and through 
him the whole world— can profit 
by a warning given in good time. 

"It is this wavering yet op- 
timistic faith in the Anglo-Saxon 
that inspires me to make him my 
chief concern. The Nazis and the 
Mikado-men are beyond redemp- 
tion, and they are also beyond my 
feeble voice. I ask for a hearing 
from the Saxon because I share 
with him a common cause. It may 
be that he will soon rise to the 
grand occasion of the war and 
that he will do justice to the East 
gracefully and during the period 
of grace. The victory will come 
quicker for that, surely. But po- 
litical action dictated by the exi- 
gencies of war will solve only a 
surface problem. A deeper con- 
flict will remain which may dis- 
turb the peace, after it comes, 
or create another war when this 
one is over. And the solution of 
that deep conflict calls for the 
payment of a tremendous psycho- 
logical price— nothing less than 
a revolution in the insular psy- 
chology of the western man. 
That, precisely, is the warning of 
the East to the West; and that 
is also the contribution of the 
East to this war and throughout 
the coming peace."

(Cntinued from page one) 
enable borrowers to increase their 
production and to provide funds 
for them to do so where there is 
a reasonable probability of their 
success and their liquidation of 
their loans. 

Cask Available 

"To carry out this program," 
Mr. Doughton said, "between 
$200,000,000 and |225,000,00o will 
be immediately available. The 
funds," he said, "will be advanc- 
ed by the Regional Agricultural 
Credit Corporation, an organiza- 
tion which was chartered in 1932 
to finance farmers during the de- 
pression. It has a splendid rec- 
ord of operation and it had been 
nearly liquidated. It has now 
been revived to meet the present 
wartime needs." 

Stressing the fact that the new 
credit to be advanced through 
county agricultural war boards 
will be essentially to help farmers 
make their individual food pro- 
duction goals for 1943. Mr. 
Doughton said that loans will 
be made for such purposes as the 
purchase of feed, seed, fertilizer, 
machinery and repair parts, cat- 
tle, dairy cows, labor costs, poul- 
try, chicks, workstock and for mi- 
nor construction jobs which will 
facilitate production. 

Loans will not be made for the 
purchase of farm real estate or 
formajor farm improvements. 
For the most part, the loans will 
be made for an agricultural sea- 
son, not to exceed one year., 

Commodity Liens 

Collateral requirements will be 
first liens on the commodity, live- 
stock, or other items financed. 
The rate of interest is 5 per cent 
per year. 

Mr. Doughton emphasized the 
fact that the new loans will not 
be a substitute for othersources 
of credit, "and applications will 
not be taken by county war 
boards unless the producer de- 
sires to be financed through this 
program. 

"Farmers," he safd "will con- 
tinue to be financed by local 
banks, production credit associa- 
tions, emergency crop and feed 
loan offices, and Farm Security 
loans, where they are eligible and 
wish to get their loans from uch 
sources. 

"The new credit will be avail- 
able, however, to make sure that 
farmers have ample funds with 
Which to make their individual 
goals and contribute substantial 
amounts to our much-needed 
Food for Freedom program."

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Crop Loan Agent 
At Princess Anne 

For the convenience of farmers 
in Princess Anne County, Field 
Supervisor Ira A. DeArmon of 
the Emergency Crop and Feed 
Loan Office at Suffolk has an- 
nounced that he will be at the 
County Agent's Office, Princess 
Anne, every 1st and 3rd Friday 
afternoon in order to accept ap- 
plications. 

"Our part in the Department 
of Agriculture's program for in- 
creased production is to finance 
as many farmers as are eligible 
in order that they may help 
achieve the high production goal 
set for this county," he stated. 
"Loans up to $400 based on a bor- 
rower's requirements may be ob- 
tained by those who are eligible 
to be used in producing crops fai 
market or feed crops for live- 
stock. The interest rate is 4 ppr- 
cent, and repayment is to be madf 
when the crops or livestock are 
sold." 

Field Supervisor DeAiraon Laid 
that a farmer may borrow no 
more than he actually needs to 
carry out his farm program in 
a conservative and reasonable 
manner, and that every effort is 
made to keep expenses down to 
the minimum. 



Game Wardens 
To Reduce Mileage 

Owing to the critical gasoline 
situation, and at the request of 
the State Mileage Administrator, 
the Commission of Game and In- 
land Fisheries has instructed its 
wardens to reduce their mileage 
forty per cent from that made 
last year. This means that the 
wardens, as much as they 
would like to, cannot answer ev- 
ery call they get, which in so 
many cases apply to trespassing 
dogs. 

The public is requested and 



urged to cooperate with the war- 
den force and only call on them 
when absolutely necessary. There 
are are numerous Instances where 
they have been called for trival 
reasons. Many of the counties 
are so shaped that it is not un- 
common for calls to come in that 
require travel up to 100 miles. By 
exercising a little discretion and 
self-help many gallons of gaso- 
line can be saved and more prof- 
itably used by the boys in the 
armed forces. 

It has been estimated that 40,- 
000 gallons of gasoline, 100 new 
tires and 6 new automobiles a 
year can be saved by this reduc- 
tion in mileage.

Highlights of recent significant 
economic stabilization orders of 
interest to Virginians include (a) 
President Roosevelt's order that 
the 48-hour work week be gener- 
ally adopted, and (b) Economic 
Stabilization Director James F. 
Byrnes' program stipulating that 
there shall be no increase in wa- 
ges except to rectify "gross ine- 
quities" and "substandard" wages. 
Mr. Byrnes also said that chang- 
ing the parity formula wiuld af- 
fect farmery adversely in the 
long run— that farm and dairy 
workers who had gone into in- 
dustry should be urged to return 
to agriculture and that recalci- 
trants should be deprived of their 
draft status. All Virginians are 
urged to obey price controls and 
rationing regulations as part of 
their contribution to winning the 
war, and high taxes, Mr. Byrnes 
said, are absolutely necessary, 
but he believes firmly in limiting 
profits to prevent exorbitant costs 
to consumers and Government 
alike.

NO PRICE RISE 

Prices of tomatoes, peas, snap 
beans, and sweet corn are not 
likely to be higher this year than 
last, because of the U. 8. Dept. of 
Agriculture's program of price 
support. Growers of these four 
major canning crops will get I 
prices substantially above those ' 
of last year, through Government 
price support, but these prices 
will not be passed on to the cus- 
tomer. This is part' of the pro- 
gram to stabilize the cost of liv- 
ing. 

Although minimum prices are 
specified by states, for the coun- 
try as a whole minimum prices to 
be paid to growers, contrasted to 
the actual prices paid In 1942, are 
tomatoes, $24.25 per ton, compar- 
ed with $19.37, green pears, $81.- 
50 per ton, compared with $63.93, 
sweet corn, $18 a ton compared 
with $13.50, snap beans, $91 a 
ton, compared with $7538.

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RATIONING WORKERS NEEDED 

The task of registering Princess Anne 
County's estimated 32,000 residents will get 
underway Monday morning. Assuming 
that a minimum of ten minutes will be con- 
sumed by each registration — the amount of 
time estimated by the OPA as necessary to 
fill out each form — gives a slight idea of 
the number of volunteer workers that must 
be on hand if the registration is to go for- 
ward smoothly. Betwen 750 and 1.QP0 is 
the estimate given by Frank W. Coxf Su- 
jaerintendent of Schools, who will direct the 
issuance of War Ration Book II in the coun- 
ty. 

Each volunteer is asked to give four 
hours a day for at least three days to this 
gigantic task, and it is hoped that many will 
be available for twice that amount of ser- 
vice. The work will be slow, even laborious, 
but it is necessary if each person is to re- 
ceive his ration book. Few volunteers will 
mean long lines of Waiting registrants, will 
mean unwarranted hardships both upon 
those who serve and those who would be 
served, but particularly will it indicate a 
callous indifference to a vital war service 
on the part of the local residents. 

The News appeals for spirited and sub- 
stantial acceptance of this task by its read- 
ers. We realize that war has brought extra 
duties to many, that giving of their time 
will be a very real sacrifice, but the job is 
to be done — and we must do it. Let no one 
fall down on that job!

A five-gallon can of gasoline in the home, 
in the garage or in the back of the car can 
bring almost instant death to anyone in the 
vicinity. Gasoline does not merely burn. Its 
fumes in a confined space have the force of 
dynamite. They will explode without warn- 
ing, the detonator often being an invisible 
spark incurred by static electricity. 

As spring and summer approach, the 
temptation will be strong to "save" a little 
rhs for a trip here or there. A percentage 
of those who succumb to this temptation will 
meet a horrible death. In all probability 
there will be cases where entire homes are 
destroyed and members of families killed or 
maimed. They will have learned about gas- 
oline — too late. But there are millions of 
others who will avoid tragedy by heeding 
the warnings of fire prevention experts; 
experts who hkve studied the dangers fac- 
ing gasoline hoarders. These experts have 
pointed out that no gasoline container is 
really leakproof. A little water in the bot- 
tom is sufficient to rust through the best 
can. They also point out that gas fumes in 
a basement in which a furnace is operating 
are nothing less than a time bomb. Even 
pouring gas into the car tank may prove dis- 
astrous, for here again static electicity 
flashing from tank to funnel could result in 
instant oblivion. 

These warnings are issued in an endeavor 
to save lives and property. They are not 
appeals to patriotism. Good excuses by the 
gas hoarder might avoid the issue of pa- 
triotism, but no amount of rationalizing can 
avoid the prospect of death. 



Road to Victory 



ETERNAL TRUTH) 



The late Justice Holmes who served his 
nation for thirty years on the bench of the 
highest court in the land and whose views 
constitute the kind of liberalism that builds 
civilization, once said: "I believe that the 
wholesale social regeneration which so 
many now seem to expect .... cannot be af- 
fected appreciably by tinkering with the in- 
stitution of property .... The notion that 
with socialized property we should have wo- 
men free and a piano for everybody seems 
to me an empty humbug." 

These prophetic words should be uttered 
again and again. They are an eternal truth 
Which is in danger of being forgotten. The 
specter of socialization hangs over our basic 
industries like a pall. It is not an accident 
of circumstance that this is so. Socialism 
is the ultimate goal for the public power ad- 
vocates, just as it is the goal of the planners 
who are drawing ever tighter the noose of 
government domination around the natural 
resource industries. 

"Czar" and authority" have become an in- 
tegral part of American politics. The at- 
tentions of the czars and authorities are 
directed at present time toward basic indus- 
tries, metal mines, electric energy, oil, coal, 
timber and all other suppliers of materials 
which keep the wheels of independent en- 
terprise turning. These industries are the 
backbone of our free enterprise system. Let 
them come under permanent control of of- 
ficialism and the foundation of the American 
form of government will be swept away. 

Free enterprise and representative gov- 
ernment are each dependent on the other. 
Industry must be operated and owned by 
private citizens, for in no other way can we 
retain economic and political freedom for the 
individual. Pleading the cause of private 
enterprise is not pleading for a privileged 
few; it is a plea for an institution which is 
the bulwark of individual liberty. Unless a 
a man can tell his boss to go to hell, he is 
not a free man. 

The American people have been well serv- 
ed in a material sense by private industry. 
They should realize the truth of Justice 
Holmes' statement that social progress will 
not be achieved by "tinkering with the in- 
stitution of property." 



BEHIND THE LINES 

One of the most interesting speeches 
heard recently from the stand point of pre- 
serving individual liberty under our Ameri- 
can form of government was made in a ra- 
dio address by Senator O'Mahoney, af Wy- 
oming, Democrat. Without rancor or par- 
tisanship he shows that we face a danger at 
home, not so much from our enemies as 
"from the ideology which made these ene- 
mies appear and precipitate the war, the 
ideology of the authoritarian state." 

We are rapidly drifting toward the total- 
itarian idea that the state is the master and 
that the individual has no rights which the 
state must respect. The Senator traces 
the growth of bureaucracy in our country 
ud"Io the moment, and shows that it is but 
a short step from the point at which we are 
to the European theory of the authoritarian 
state. 

"If we believe, as the founders of this na- 
tion did, in a separation of the powers of 
government into the legislative, the execu- 
tive and the judicial, and if we look for the 
restoration of that balance after the war, 
then it is imperative that we should at least 
make ourselves acquainted with the recent 
trends of government," said Senator O'Ma- 
honey. 

He then sites from the record to demon- 
strate how executive orders and acts of bu- 
reaus have developed a new executive legis- 
lative function. He shows how a "new man- 
ifestation of the expansion of executive pow- 
er became evident, namely, the tendency 
by interpretation, to expand the power and 
authority given by statute. The recent re- 
markable salary limitation by the Director 
of Economic Stabilization is a case in point. 
Again, the rewriting by regulation of the 
provisions of the price control amendments 
to encourage agricultural production, by 
which the intent of Congress was defeated 
to make effective the intent of the bureaus, 
is another illustration. 

"To say that Congress intended to sur- 
render its legislative function would, of 
course, be the sheerest nonsense. 

"Advocates of a new order opposed to 
democracy have reached their conclusions 
because they believe that the modern world 
has become so complex that people can no 
longer govern themselves as they did in the 
handicraft era, but must be governed by 
experts who will tell them what they ought 
to do and also what they must do." Alas, 
that those who do the dictating were ex- 
perts in the fields over which they preside ! 

Senator O'Mahoney then points out that 
government by executive order, and bureau- 
cratic pronouncements which sidetrack Con- 
gress, is dangerous because a pattern can 
be set "whereby weak executives surround- 
ed by tremendous concentrated power will 
become instruments of a permanent bureau- 
cracy."

1943 Retail Sales 

Americans spent more money 
at retail in 1942 than they ever 
did in the country's history. The 
total retail bill was $56,382,000- 
000 but fears of inflation were 
not borne out, because this was 
only 4 per cent higher than the 
Id41 retail sales. Tonnage sales 
of goods were slightly lower than 
in 1941, the difference being ex- 
plained by the fact that prices 
rose moderately. With civilian 
automobile production ended, the 
sales of automotive stores drop- 
ped five billion dollars to about 
three billion — chiefly used cars, 
parts and accessories and repair 
work, rather than new cars. 

Pood store sales went up 
sharply, to about 15 billion dol- 
lars, from 12 billion. The ex- 
perts say this is only partly ex- 
plained by the moderate price 
rises, and that the rest of 
the gain was simply a reflection 
o* the fact that when we can af- 
ford it, we eat more. . Besides 
buying more food;?, Americans 
"ate out" by 27 per cent more 
than in 1941. While it must be 
conceded that many individuals 
had been "scrimping along" in 
the prewar years and are now 
eating well because they have 
war jobs, it seems apparent tha: 
" e're net going to have the op- 
portunity to give full rein to our 
appetites for the rest of the war. 
Rationing of canned foodf, added 
to the rationing of coffee and su- 
Lar, is expected to cut down total 
rood expenditures, although in 
the early stages of canned goods 
rationing, the experts think folks 
will eat more fresh foods. 
Training Trainers 
Paul V. McNutt, War Manpow- 
er Commission chairman, says 18 
million workers will have to be 
placed in new jobs by the end of 
the year, and 11 million must be 
trained. M. J. Kane, another 
member of the commission, as- 
serted that one supervisor Is 
needed for every fifteen workers, 
on the average, engaged in war 
work. Many manufacturers had 
anticipated the need for train- 
ing supervisors long ago. Pull- 
man-Standard Car Manufactur- 
ing Company, for example, has a 
high percentage of supervisors in 
Its plants who have worked their 
way up within the organization. 
This was due to a far - sighted 
training program initiated when 
George M. Pullman, the founder 
cf Pullman enterprises, left an 
endowment at his death in 1897 
to be used to train boys and girls 
for the industry. After 35 years 
cf leadership in the field of train- 
ing, Pullman-Standard is now 
teaching war workers everything 
from standard production tech- 
niques to nautical language need- 
ed by workers making Navy P-T 
boats.

Another co«ent reason why the 
automobile Industry is considered 
the nation's greatest wartime in- 
dustry was furnished last week 
when it was announced by Willys 
Oveland Motors coincident with 
the receipt of an Army-Navy E 
that its output of intricate Navy 
powder and projectile hoists is 
exceeding by 33 per cent the rate 
of production specified in the 
contract held by the company. In 
addition to increasing the fire- 
power of aircraft carriers, bat- 
tleships and all types of cruisers, 
the development of these highly 
precisioned hoists is said to ren- 
der these ships less vulnerable to 
air attack by permitting a more 
rapid conversion of their duel 
purpose guns from surface to an- 
ti-aircraft firing. Each hoist, 
which weighs three tons and con- 
sists of over 3.000 individual 
parts, is also equipped with a 
special fuse-setting device that 
aids the accuracy of anti-aircraft 
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A section of switchboard or dial equipment can h -nrlle onlv 
a certain number of calls at one time. Let's say 100, for exam- 
ple. When 100 caDs are using it, the 101st call is delayed until 
one of the others is ended. Too often, nowadays, that 101st 
call is a war call. It has to wait because some of those typical 
100 calls are long social calls . . . people calling friends, neigh- 
bors, relatives, making appointments . . . before- the- war-tele- 
phoning-as-usual. 

Additional equipment would solve the problem. But switch- 
boards and telephone lines take lots of copper, rubber, tin, lead 
and other materials which have gone to war. And in thin seri- 
ous business of speeding the victory these material? must co 
into tanks, guns, planes, munitions, instead.

"Is my call necessary? Have I planned my conversation so 
that I can be brief? Have I checked the directory when in 
doubt about a number and before calling Information? Have 
I asked the children and the rest of the family to cooperate?"

At present, the United States is 
developing its native tin, but it 
r* of very low grade and of little 
use to the immediate war pro- 
gram, so that the fact remains 
that over 99 per cent of the Uni- 
ted States tin supply is now in the 
hands of the enemy. 
I To Prepare Cans 

Since the majority .of the food 
shipped to the armed forces and 
Allies must be packed jn tin cans, 
which endure equally the cold of 
Iceland and the heat of Libya, 
and since tin is also an absolute 
essential of the bushings and 
bearings for cannon mounts, air- 
plane motors and of electrical 
machinery and communication 
equipment, women are asked io 
realize the necessity of saving 
tin cans and of preparing them 
properly. 

The can must be opened at top 
and bottom and the ends tucked 
in before it is flattened. If the 
bottom is left in the can, the 
fluid which passes through it 
during the detinning process is 
obstructed, Mrs. Hartz expained, 
making the effort worthless. 

A prepared tin can can be used 
only for detinning, Mrs. Hartz 
continued, adding that there is 
really no collection problem in 
rural areas, because the State 
beverage industry trucks pick up 
prepared tin cans at retailers' es- 
tablishments on their regular de- 
livery rounds. All that is neces- 
sary for the rural housewife to do 
after preparing her cans is to 
take the prepared cans, and give 
them to the beverage representa- 
tives, who in turn will see that 
the cans are sent at once to the 
nearest detinning plant.

SWEEPS HOUSE 

George Meuse, His Wife 
and Daughter Are Victims; 
Baby Is Saved 



NEIGHBOR CARRIES BOY

Most Disastrous Fire in 
Recent History of County, 
Officials Say 

Three persons are dead and an- 
other is in a critical condition 
in a Norfolk hospital as a conse- 
quence of a fire which destroyed 
the Meuse farm home, located on 
the Wolf Snare Road of the 
Great Neck section of the coun- 
ty, early Thursday morning, An 
infant son, about 15 months of 
age, was saved from death by 
the prompt and heroic action of 
a neighbor, William Harper, ne- 
gro, who rushed into the house 
and carried the baby to safety 
just before the entire structure 
was consumed by flames. 

The dead are: 

George Meuse, a former em- 
ployee of the Mosquito Control 
Commission; his wife. Elizabeth, 
and their four-year-old daughter, 
Minnie Ella. Eugene Williams, 
another employee of the commis- 
sion who was boarding at the 
Meuse home, is in a critical con- 
dition in a Norfolk hospital and 
was reported yesterday to have 
little chance of recovery. 
Origin Not Determined 

An official view of the fire's 
origin was not available yester- 
day afternoon, ^although an un- 
verified report/vras current that 
Mr. Williamsarose early in the 
morning to make a fire in the 
heater and. mistaking a can of 
gasoline for kerosene, poured a 
liberal quantity into the stove. A 
terrific explosion resulted, and 
the entire house was soon envel- 
oped in Nflames, giving the occu- 
pants no chance to escape. 

Harper was the first person to 
reach the scene, and the safety 
of the baby was due entirely to 
his quick action. Before he could 
return to the house, it was a sol- 
id mass of flame, quickly follow- 
ed by the collapse of the dwel- 
ling. 

Officials were agreed that this 
was the most disastrous fire in 
the county's history in recent 
years. 

Funeral services for the dead 
had not been completed yester- 
day afternoon, but relatives had 
been notified of the tragedy.

He will be brought to a base hospital 
where Army nurses, recruited by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, will dress his wounds. Sym- 
pathetic Red Cross workers will advise his 
family of his progress, and, as he convales- 
ces, other Red Cross workers will help speed 
his recovery. 



Somewhere tonight an Aemrican boy is 
longing for home.

Food scaracity has suddenly become news, 
he said. Farm organisations warned of 
these conditions developing as early as Nov- 
ember, 1941.

No 
propaganda was unloosed to indicate that 
rising wages combined with scarcity of 
goods and services opens t;he way fir infla- 
tion.

"The philosophy of low farm prices leads 
inevitablly to rationing. With rationing 
started, there is grave danger of government 
officials assuming that we can't get/ higher 
production, so what there is must be doled 
out in smaller and smaller quantities."-' To 
enable farmers to meet their costs and have 
enough to support their families, rather than 
prices that force them to quit farming and 
go off to urban jobs." 

Food doesn't just happen — it has to be 
produced the same as an airplane or a battle- 
ship. It is subject to all production costs — 
high-priced labor cannot expect low-priced 
ood.

Somewhere, today, an American sevice- 
man needs help. He may be at a distant 
domestic camp or base, on a ship at sea, in 
an unfriendly prison camp: He may be al- 
most anywhere. 

Whereever he is, there also is the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, offering him its many re- 
sources.

It has been popular of late to say that if 
industry fails to meet the demands of the 
"common man" when this war is over, the 
government will. Suppose plans for full 
employment falter? Suppose government 
does step into the picture? 

It is predicted that socialization woufd be 
the order of the day. If that happened, the 
common man, which means all of us, would 
begin to lose personal liberties. The right to 
strike, 1 the privilege of going to the boss for 
a raise, the opportunity for personal ad- 
vancement, the chance to go into business — 
these are the. things that would begin to 
disappear one by one. The reason for their 
disappearance would be simple. No man 
strikes against government. It would be im- 
possible to go to the boss with a grievance, 
for the boss would be the government, and 
a socialistic government is merely a collec-" 
tion of bureaucrats. Under socialism, the 
man who has a new idea cannot go into bus- 
iness for himself because he cannot , com- 
pete with the government. 

Disillusionment would come when it was 
finally realized that government is not a 
producer that every social security check, 
every government job, and every public of- 
ficial must be supported by the common 
man, the taxpayer. This is so because the 
common man is the producer. There is no 
one else to do the job. All so-called govern- 
ment guarantees must be made good b ythe 
efforts of the common man, from corpora 
tion president to ditch diggers. 

In the last analysis, there remains but one 
way to guarantee progress and personal se 
curity. And that way is to sustain free en 
prise and constitutional government at all 
costs. We must preserve the right of men 
to forge ahead, to make new discoveries, 
build new industries and expand payrolls. 
We must encourage industry to produce as 
never before from our vast latent natural 
resources under the ownership of private 
citizens, with the knowledge that this com- 
bination is the only source of progress and 
real natural wealth. Failure to recognize 
these fundamental truths will result in serv- 
itude and suffering.

"Second, that lasting peace 
can only come if the settlements 
take account realistically of the\ 
underlying dynamic forces in civ- 
ilization that make for war and 
peace. 

'Third, that the new peace 
must provide for some organiza- 
tion, some machinery for inter- 
rational co-operation to preserve 
the peace once it has been made. 

"Fourth, that the American 
people must begin to think of the 
problems of peace. And they 
must think in a far larger frame 
than ever before. 

"There must be," the co-au- 
thors insist, "just as much pre- 
paredness for peacemaking as 
there is for war. And in many 
ways the preparations for peace 
are a much more difficult task. 
Preparedness for war deals most- 
ly with tangibles — men, guns, 
ships, planes, money — and with 
tactics and strategy. Prepared- 
ness for peace deals largely with 
intagibles — the setting up of mor- 
al intellectual, economic, and po- 
litical forces over the wnole 
world which will produce and 
hold peace." 

For. they say, "lasting peace 
cannot be made simply of lofty 
expressions of aims and ideals. 
Such ideals are necessary. We 
must have aims. But that is on-

NO EXCUSE FOR WASTE 

Senator Byrd has long and courageously 
oposed governmental waste. The problem 
has become many times greater as the war 
has progressed. Government spending has 
grown beyond the comprehension of man. It 
has grown so great, many of us are inclined 
to dismiss the whole subject with a shrug. 
And yet as Senator Byrd and others who 
put interest in their country above all else, 
know, government spending that leads to un- 
controlled waste can ruin the strongest na- 
tion just as completer as can military de- 
feat. 

A nation may survive spending. It can- 
not survive unchecked waste 

Billions of dollars are being wasted. No 
one can deny that. They are being wasted 
in excessive .wages, in cost-plus contracts 
for war work, in political mismanagement 
and in a thousand other ways. The excuse 
is often made that this is a big country, that 
waste is inevitable. But that is not a valid 
excuse. There is no excuse for continuous 
waste.

In these days of hun- 
dred-billion-dollar budgets, a single billion 
may not seem like much. But a wasted bil- 
lion which is part of a trend toward more 
wasted billions, is a danger signal that can- 
not be ignored if we value our self respect, 
our freedom and our financial integrity.

"The mature person may im- 
agine he is just as young as he 
has always been, and there- 
fore, think that he can con- 
tinue safely on his merry way. 
He may believe that he can get 
t'long regurlarly on less sleep than 
his body requires, eat much more 
or less than he should, indulge 
in the excessive use of stmulants 
of various kinds, and exercise like 
a youngster, or contrawise, exer- 
cise not at all. His .body knows 
differently however. As a re- 
sult, breakdowns of varying de- 
grees are likely to occur, often 
with little, or any warning. 

"It must be realized that by a 
constant disregard of the elemen- 
tal health requirements, strength 
and vitality in the middle-aged 
snd older, however stealthily it 
may happen, are being under- 
mined. 

"To live, therefore, within 
bounds, is an obligation that no 
cne can afford to disregard if 
health at its best is to be main- 
tained and enjoyed. This is an 
obligation that no health depart- 
ment or family physician can en- 
force. It is entirely a personal 
matter which resolves itself into 
■ he alternative: 'Shall I go on 
living carelessly and let nature 
<ake its toll, or shall I realize that 
1 must adhere reasonably to na- 
ture's basic laws and thus re- 
am my health and vigor?" 

"Of course, one does not have 
to be unduly interested in his 
health to maintain it. Indeed, 
tob much personal emphasis is 
almost as bad as none at all. 
Even at middle age and beyond 
nature strives to do her very best 
for everyone; but nature does 
not need the assistance that rea- 
sonable living habits, and they 
alone, can give. 

"To sum up, the body fully 
lealizes that it is not a perpetual 
motion machine, however much it 
may be treated as such. It asks 
that all persons, young and old, 
realize this fact and govern them- 
selves accordingly. Therein lies 
one of the best possibilities for 
long life and continued happi- 
ness."

He said the program not 
only would serve the nation In 
war, but should continue to con- 
tribute greatly to the general wel- 
fare thereafter. 

"It was intended," he said, "to 
promote, both within and beyond 
industry, personal health, safety, 
nutrition and physical condition- 
ing, with special emphasis on war 
needs and conditions." 

At the organization meeting of 
the council presided over by Jas. 
L. Madden, third vice-president, 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co.. 
of New York City, a round-table 
discussion of the nation's wartime 
health problems took place, under • 
the leadership of Dr. McLester, 
Dr. Wilson G. Smillie, Medical 
School, Cornell University; Dr 
Pelix J. Underwood, state health 
officer of Missippi; Dr. Leverette 
D. Bristol, health director of 
American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co., and Dr. H. M. Maryin, 
of Yaie University.

He will confer with Selective Ser- 
vice authorities concerning the 
committee's proposal to have 4-F 
and 4-H men placed in jobs 
where their service may be best 
utilized, and that conscientious 
objectors be used on the farms. 
(c) That he will confer with 
State Labor Commissioner Hall to 
see what can be done regarding 
the proposal that labor laws be 
adjusted to permit persons un- 
der the age of 18 to work in es- 
tablishments for greater food 
production. <d> The Governor 
will request Federal authorities to 
make farm machinery available 
in places where it is most needed; 
that authorities be requested to 
remove restrictions on slaughter- 
ing certain types of livestck not in 
demand by the armed forces or 
Lease-Lend, and that the OPA be 
asked to allot truck tires neces- 
sary in transportation of farm 
commodities on a seasonal basis 
rather than monthly basis, (e) 
The Governor will communicate 
with United States Secretary of

Federal Assistance Sought 
Members of the committeeJiaye 
started to work on their part o\ 
the program which includes map- 
ping of plans for a "Farm Mob- 
bilization Day;" requests to their 
Congressmen for assistance with 
their requests for necessary farm 
equipment and that replacements 
and repair parts be made avail- 
able for farm machinery already 
in use Instead of allotting ma- 
chinery on a historical basis; 
working with State Commissioner 
of Agriculture Walker that suit- 
able facilities be furnished in 
the State for disposal of eggs now 
being sacrificed because of mark- 
eting conditions; confer with 
Federal representatives to see 
what can be done about feed 
transportation for dairy, poultry 
and other live stock; to make a 
survey by States and localities, 
and other phases of the program.
